manner, they grow npaco aud if killed 
before Iho snow nuil fiost, by depriving 
them of their natural food, deprivo 
them also of their chicken llesb, few if 
»ny of onryanie birds can oomparo 
irith thorn for delicacy of meat and de- 
licious flavor. Owing, however, 
to
